Our cattle, 
oven those that are fattened upon the 
range, muka fatter and sweeter beof tl>an 
thoao of the Middle nnd Western States, 
simply because they obtain in tho grabses 
minerul properties that are health giving 
and fat producing. This is why Nevada 
beef is sought after. 
Our soil possesses 


all tho medicinal qualities essential to 
the production of grain, grasses of every 
description and also of health giving 
vegetables. The richness and purity 
of 
our cereals, 
beef 
and vegetables 


is the secret of the general good health 
of otic populace, coupled with uu in- 
vigorating, glorious climate. That timo 
is not far distant when every sage brush 
flat in thift State that can be watered by 
natural or artificial means vrill be cov- 
ered with waving grain. 
Nevada is an 


agricultural State, one that will play her 
part, anrf nobly too, in the history of 
American agriculture. We want capital 
to develop the resources of our State, 
and the acknowledged superiority of our 
products and the cause, will ultimately 
be the magnet that \vill attract them 
here.

TSJE BANKS 1ST CALIFORNIA. 


The annual report of the Bank Com- 


missioners of California shows that there 
are nt present in the State 83 commer- 
cial banks, 24 savings banks and 5 
branches of foreign banking houses, an 
increase since last year of 16. The in- 
crease in capital is $2,164,876. The in- 
crease in deposits in the banks of Cali- 
fornia of all kinds is between $25,000 
and $30,000. The amount of money on 
hand in all banks July first was $23,187,- 
952 -10. The amount deposited in the 
banks at the same date was $146,711,- 
433 87, showing that more than $123,- 
000,000 was in circulation on that date. 
The resources of the 29 national banks 
of the State July 1st were $23,743,916, 
and their deposits amounted to $18,000,- 
784. It is also shown by the repoit 
that nearly all the northern bunks handle 
only gold coin, and the southern banks 
75 per cent, currency

REDUCING BA'lJES. 


The Silver State mokes tho annexed 


comments : 


Before the suspension of the long and 


shoit haul clause of the Interstate Com- 
merce act the rate on lumber from 
Truckee to \Vinnemucoa was reduced 
from $90 to $40 per carload, the latter 
having been the rate to Ogden for years. 
This reduction was made in April and 
us the Interstate Commerce Commission 
provided in the order suspending section 
four of the Act, tbat rates to intermediate 
points on interstate railroads should not 
be increased above what they were on 
the 20th of April, the people of Central 
and Eastern Nevada ore now paying less 
than one-half the usual freight on lum- 
ber. 


Now the railroad company has reduced 


the freight on coal from Ogden to \Vinue- 
mnooa from 50% to 26% cents per 100 
pounds on car-loads of not less thau 
20,000 pounds. This reduction, like 
that made on lumber, will be greatly ap- 
preciated by the people. Fuel is scarce 
and high priced throughout Central and 
Eastern Nevada, and whatever tends to 
cheapen ii is a public benefit. 
Hereto- 


forf) the freight alone being over $10 per 
ton made coal exorbitantly high, and it 
was a question whether soft wood at $8 
or $9 per cord, or coal at $13 per ton 
was the cheapest. Now, unless the 
price of coal at the mines is advancer], 
us tho price of lumber was nt the mills 
whoa the freight was reduced, coal ought 
to oell hero almost as cheap a* wood. 


If the railroad pursues this policy and 


makes a liberal reduction in ratss on ex- 
ports and imports, it will find that Ne- 
vada, east of Reno, has a future and a 
prosperous one, too, notwithstanding 
the opinion of Prophet Stubbs to the 
contrary.

longest street-oar line in the world is in 
the Argentine Republic, South America, 
and it will also be the only line in the 
world to run sleeping cars for the ac- 
commodation of its patrons. The road 
has 200 miles of track, connecting a 
number of towns in the vicinity ol 
Buenous Ayres, and its equipment has 
been supplied by a Philadelphia com- 
pany. 
Horsea are used as motive power 


instead of steam, because fuel is dear, 
horses cheap and the people are slow. 
Two tons of coal will buy a horse and 
harness. 
The sleeping cars are a curi- 


osity. They are four in number, 18 
feet in length, and are furnished with 
four bertha each, which are made to roll 
up when not in use. The oars are 
furnished with lavatories, water coolers, 
liueii presses and other conveniences, 
and are finished throughout with ma- 
hogany. 
The 
other 
cars are four 


double-decked open cars, 20 platform 
cars, 20 gondolo cars, 4 poultry oars 
furnished with coops, 8 cattle cars, 2 
derrick cars for lifting heavy material, 
and 200 box cars. They will be ready 
for shipment in a few days.
